Thus the rate for 
New York state was 0.02G per thous- 
and, compared to 2,000 for Kansas. 
That is, Kansas had nearly SO timel 
as much smallpox as New York.

man—bile, blood, phlegm and black 
bile—which were regarded as related 
to (but not identical witb) the four 
elements—fire, air, earth and water— 
being supposed to have characters sim- 
ilar to these.

He served 
parishioners from Hackensack and 
Bayonne to Albany and Schenertady 
and died about 1723. 


So great has been the interest in 


the search for the ordination certifi- 
cate that, on the 200th anniversary 
of the event, in 1903, Dr. Julius F.

the Old Lutheran Church in Amster- 
dam.

Dr. Sunday suggests that, soon af-
